Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Mailing. 

The  classical  features  of  an  Annual  Report  generally  considered 
to  indicate  more  than  any  others  the  "favoured"  position  of  the  district, 
are  (a)  the  birth  rate,  (b)  the  death  rate,  (c)  the  infantile  mortality 
rate,  and  (d)  the  tuberculosis  rate.  In  all  those  four  features  the 
Report  for  this  year  is  favourable. 

The  birth  rate  has  reached  a  very  high  figure  indeed  at  22.66 
per  thousand  of  the  population;  the  death  rate  although  higher  than  last 
year  is  still  below  that  of  England  and  Wales;  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
has  never  been  as  low;  and  the  tuberculosis  rate  remains  at  a  very 
reasonable  figure  indeed,  varying  very  little  from  year  to  year,  but  over 
a  five-year  period  showi ng  a  downward  trend. 

Like  the  rest  of  the  country,  Mailing  does  not  show  any  favourable 
trends  in  the  incidence  of  cancer.  This  is  a  disease  which  would  not 
appear  to  have  any  specific  geographical  significance  and  we  are  suffering 
in  this  district  the  ravages  of  cancer,  particularly  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  cancer  of  the  stomach,  in  precisely  the  same  way  as  other  parts  of 
England  and  Wales . 

The  feature  this  year  in  the  report  on  infectious  diseases  is 
the  outbreak  of  diptheria  which  was  restricted  to  a  hospital  for  mental 
illness.  This  outbreak  entailed  a  very  considerable  and  lengthy 
investigation  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  hospital  authorities  that  no 
secondary  cases  arose  in  the  outside  community.  Great  care  is  taken  in 
the  screening  of  admissions  to  this  hospital,  but  diphtheria  is  today 
presenting  itself  in  such  an  atypical  way  that  sometimes  the  diagnosis  is  in 
great  doubt,  or  the  symptoms  are  so  depressed  that  recognition  of  the  disease 
is  extraordinarily  difficult. 

Another  interesting  point  in  this  Report  is  the  notification  of  a 
case  of  paratyphoid  fever.  The  investigation,  which  has  been  fully  reported 
to  the  Committee,  started  with  the  finding  of  an  adverse  analysis  of  a 
stream  and  from  that  point  the  origin  of  the  disease  was  traced  through  many 
miles  of  sewers  until  finally  it  was  tracked  down  to  one  particular  household. 
The  person  involved  is  still  under  surveillance  and  samples  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals.  The  danger  to  the  community  is  minimal. 

This  Annual  Report  also  includes  an  account  by  Mr.  Coldrick  on  the 
work  of  environmental  hygiene  in  the  district  and  from  it  you  will  see  the 
very  great  scope  which  this  subject  covers. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  on  housing  representations 
but  there  are  still  parts  of  the  district  where  we  would  like  to  see  more 
wide-scale  rehousing  than  has  been  possible  at  the  moment.  During  the 
year  there  was  a  significant  extention  of  the  system  of  paper-sack  collection 
of  refuse  and  by  the  end  of  December  almost  ten  thousand  properties  were 
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benefitting  from  the  new  system.  Already  you  have  discussed  in  the 
Committee  the  plans  for  the  complete  coverage  of  the  Rural  District  and 
we  can  say  at  this  stage  that  no  major  snags  which  would  upset  this 

policy  have  come  to  light.  The  great  thing  about  this  system  is  that  both 

the  public  and  the  workmen  regard  it  as  an  advance. 

I  would  like  to  give  a  little  publicity  to  the  fact  that  on 
salvage  the  Council's  policy  has  paid  dividends.  So  much  is  said  these 
days  on  the  subject  of  salvage,  and  so  many  Councils  shrug  this  off  as 
a  source  of  income,  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  net  excess  of 

income  over  expenditure  amounted  in  1 96 5  to  £781,  surely  fully  justifying 

the  overheads  on  the  service. 

This  year  too,  you  have  taken  the  very  important  policy  decision 
of  setting  up  three  automatic  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  atmospheric 
pollution  recording  stations,  and  I  hope  in  next  year's  Report  to  give  you 
some  account  of  how  those  stations  are  operating. 

The  surveillance  of  food  premises  and  catering  establishments  has 
continued  and  this  is  one  of  the  very  important  aspects  of  preventive 
medicine  whereby  we  are  able  to  keep  a  close  ¥/atch  on  conditions  which, 
without  vigilance,  could  well  be  the  precursor  to  an  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease*  No  words  of  mine  can  emphasise  too  strongly  the  significance  of 
this  preventive  service  in  the  community  interest. 

I  should  like  publicly  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr*  Coldrick,  and  the  individual  members  of  the  Inspectorate,  for  the 
hard  work  that  they  have  done  throughout  the  year  and  the  very  full 
co-operation  and  loyalty  which  they  have  always  shown  to  me.  The  Public 
Health  Department  is  a  happy  department  and  we  work  in  all  respects  as  a 
team  for  the  betterment  of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Mailing  Rural 
District . 


I  am  also  grateful  for  the  co-operation  I  have  always  received 
from  your  Senior  Officers,  and  very  particularly  for  the  support  and  interest 
which  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  and  ultimately  the 
Council  have  shown  to  me  throughout  the  year.

last  year  I  commented  on  the  high  birth  rate  of  your  district, 
and  this  year  the  figure  has  reached  an  even  higher  level.  The  adjusted 
rate  of  22,66  is  the  highest  incidence  for  a  very  large  number  of  years  and 
it  is  also  substantially  above  that  for  England  and  Wales, 

Although  the  death  rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  it  still  is 
below  that  of  the  national  average. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  aspects  of  this  whole  report  is  that  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  is  very  considerably  below  that  of  England  and 
Wales  and  is  indeed  lower  than  we  have  ever  previously  experienced  in  this 
district.

You  will  see  that  we  have  had  one  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  notified. 
This  was  a  difficult  case  to  deal  with  and  is  one  which  is  still  under 
observations.  The  circumstances  of  this  case  have  been  fully  reported  to  the 
Committee • 

The  ten  cases  of  diphtheria  all  occurred  in  a  hospital  for  the  mentally 
handicapped,  and  the  cases  were  brought  to  light  after  a  very  thorough 
investigation.  In  no  instance  did  the  infection  spread  to  the  outside

Luring  the  year  1,688  people  completed  a  course  of  protection 
against  poliomylitis ,  bringing  the  total  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme 

to  18,497* 


This  is  a  very  good  response  to  the  appeal  for  full  protection 
against  poliomyelitis,  and  it  is  hoped  now  that  the  eradication  of  this 
disease  is  very  definitely  on  the  horizon.  Provided  people  will  remember 
that  this  protection  should  be  repeated  after  an  interval  of  not  more  than 
two  years,  we  should  see  the  real  end  of  this  pernicious  disease.

The  records  of  vaccinations  supplied  now  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  are  only  those  which  apply  to  primary  vaccinations  carried  out 
under  the  County  Council's  own  arrangements,  and  to  re -vaccination  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  8  years . 

I  am  therefore  not  in  a  position  to  know  the  total  numbers  in 
either  category.  The  statistics  although  they  are  submitted  to  you  are  not, 
in  my  opinion,  of  much  value,  but  are  presented  to  you  merely  because  they  are 
a  return  which  is  sent  to  me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

I  would,  however,  stress  that  it  is  of  value  to  have  infants 
vaccinated  against  smallpox,  and  particularly  for  people  who  are  going  abroad 
to  maintain  their  state  of  protection  by  re-vaccination  at  intervals  of  three 
years * 


This  year  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  has  risen  in  twelve 
months  from  ^12  to  689* 

From  time  to  time  emergency  regulations,  made  by  European  countries 
in  particular,  create  a  tremendous  demand  for  international  certificates  of 
vaccination*  Since  more  and  more  people  are  travelling  abroad,  particularly 
on  short  holidays,  it  is  incumbent  upon  them  to  ensure  that  their  vaccination 
state  is  kept  up  to  date.  If  this  were  done,  remembering  that  the 
international  certificate  is  valid  for  only  three  years,  there  would  be  no 
sudden  rush  at  the  last  moment.

The  new  table  shown  above  replaces  the  individual  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  figures  previously  included. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  one  of  the 
constituents  of  the  triple  or  dual  vaccine,  remains  at  approximately  the 
same  level.  This  is,  however,  a  relatively  large  number  and  provided  this 
trend  continues  we  shall  feel  reasonably  safe  against  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria. 

It  is  a  particularly  good  thing  for  children  to  receive  tetanus 
immunisation  as  this  is  a  condition  which,  although  relatively  rare,  can  be  an 
extremely  dangerous  one .

cancer  deaths,  and  even  the  figure  for  1 965  has  not  reached  that  for  1963*

The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  15.98  is  the  lowest  that  we  have 
experienced  in  this  district.  The  number  of  deaths  at  18  remains  the  same 
as  last  year,  but  the  total  number  of  births  has  of  course  risen. 

Of  the  18  deaths,  I  think  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  at  least 
9  were  unavoidable.  This  remark  particularly  applies  to  the  congenital 
defects  and  abnormalities  which  cannot  be  diagnosed  before  birth. 

The  number  of  cases  of  death  from  prematurity  is  extremely  low  and 
does  reflect  very  favourably  on  the  conditions  in  which  those  premature 
infants  are  nurtured  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  life.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Cross  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
circumstances  existing  in  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  3 1st 
December, 

The  work  of  the  department  continued  smoothly  during  1965?  all  aspects 
of  sanitation  and  environmental  hygiene  receiving  attention.  The  time  has 
come,  however,  when  it  is  not  possible  to  give  all  the  various  facets  of 
public  health  the  time  and  attention  their  importance  merits,  due  to  the 
rapidly  expanding  nature  of  the  district  with  a  consequent  increase  in  the 
work.  During  the  5  year  period  from  mid  I960  to  mid  1965  there  has  been  a 
population  increase  of  no  less  than  8,920.  Therefore  I  propose  to  recommend 
the  Council  to  increase  the  establishment  for  the  Inspectorial  Staff  by  one 
during  the  forthcoming  year,  and  this  should  enable  the  department’s  duties 
to  receive  more  adequate  coverage. 

There  was  one  additional  appointment  on  the  clerical  side  during  the 
year,  viz?  Mss  Valerie  Porter  who  commenced  her  duties  as  Junior  Clerk  on 
the  9th  August.  The  office  is  now  adequately  staffed  and  able  to  cope  with 
the  increasing  work.  There  were  no  clerical  staff  changes  and  so  the 
administrative  work  proceeded  smoothly. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  inspections  of  Offices 
and  Shops  in  accordance  with  the  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 

1963  and  on  the  very  important  subjects  of  clean  air  and  clean  food. 

Mr.  B.  Gale,  the  Technical  Assistant  appointed  to  assist  with  office  and  shop 
inspection  continued  to  give  more  and  more  time  to  public  cleansing  work  as 
the  year  proceeded.  He  finally  resigned  on  the  31st  December  to  take  an 
appointment  with  another  Local  Authority  and  it  is  my  intention  to  use  his 
successor  solely  on  public  cleansing  duties  when  the  new  Inspector,  before 
mentioned,  is  appointed. 

There  were  no  major  items  of  legislation  enacted  during  the  year  which 
materially  affected  the  work  of  the  Department.  The  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act, 

1964  came  into  operation  but  the  only  aspect  of  this  Act  enforced  by  the 
Council  is  the  licensing  of  scrap  metal  dealers;  the  remaining  provisions 
of  the  Act  being  administered  by  the  Police. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  extension  of  the  paper  sack  scheme  of 
refuse  collection  and  well  ovei  half  of  the  district,  approximately  10,000 
houses,  were  provided  with  the  system  by  the  year's  end.  Everything  is  so 
arranged  that  the  completion  of  the  scheme  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
Council’s  area  may  be  carried  out  during  the  forthcoming  year.  No  major  snags 
have  been  encountered,  the  only  trouble  being  a  small  number  of  cases  where 
animals  have  torn  sacks  open.  Protective  guards  for  sacks,  now  provided  by 
the  Council  at  cost  price,  have  proved  effective  against  this  trouble.

The  position  with  regard  to  cesspool  emptying  remained  acute  and  is 
likely  to  remain  so  until  the  trunk  valley  sewerage  scheme  and  the  new 
Snodland  Sewage  Works  are  operational.  The  number  of  new  houses  being 
constructed  in  the  district  outside  the  sewerage  areas,  necessitating  the 
provision  of  cesspools,  together  with  cesspools  of  existing  houses  needing 
attention  for  the  first  time,  has  now  more  than  off-set  any  easing  of  the 
emptying  situation  resulting  from  the  completion  of  the  East  Peckham  Sewerage 
Scheme • 


HOUSING 


Progress  on  the  slum  clearance  programme  continued,  but,  because  of 
the  shortage  of  alternative  Council  accommodation,  not  to  the  extent  that 
had  been  hoped.  However  there  was  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year  and 
18  representations  were  made,  resulting  in  5  demolition  orders,  4  closing 
orders  and  1  undertaking  not  to  use  the  dwelling  until  it  has  been  made  fit 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council.  8  of  the  representations  were  made  at 
the  year's  end  and  were  due  for  consideration  and  determination  during  1966. 

3  houses  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  made  in  previous  years  were  made  fit 
for  human  habitation  and  the  orders  rescinded. 

30  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  some  of  which  were  the 
subject  of  Closing  orders  made  in  previous  years.  A  total  of  16  families 
comprising  53  persons  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  slum  houses.  The 
Council’s  continued  support  in  providing  the  necessary  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  persons  displaced,  without  which  no  progress  could  be 
made,  is  much  appreciated. 

Altogether  1,539  housing  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  and  it 
was  necessary  to  serve  106  informal  and  11  statutory  notices  requiring  repairs 
to  properties.  Set  out  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the 
report  is  a  summary  of  the  repairs  effected.  The  following  shows  the  number 
of  houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year.

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act, 

1957  were  received  in  the  year  under  review.  Two  applications  for 
certificates  as  to  the  carrying  out  of  repairs  were  received  in  respect  of 
properties  where  undertakings  to  remedy  defects  had  been  received  in  previous 
years.  It  would  appear  that  as  far  as  this  District  is  concerned,  this  Act 
is  virtually  a  dead  letter.

There  was  a  decrease  of  26  applications  submitted  for  discretionary 
grants  compared  with  1964  and  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  such  grants  decreased 
by  £7, 806.  10s.  Od.  The  number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  was  8  less  than 
the  previous  year,  and  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  grant  fell  by  £2,207.

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HOP  PICKING 


In  the  majority  of  cases,  hop  picking  did  not  commence  until  the 
first  week  of  September  and  continued  throughout  the  month. 

An  estimated  total  of  1,300  persons  were  housed  in  15  camps,  a 
decrease  of  450  on  the  previous  year.  19  machines  were  in  use  at  17 
farms,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  more  machine  picking  will  be  carried  out 
in  the  future  by  the  installation  of  additional  machines  and  by  the 
smaller  farms  combining  together  for  the  joint  use  of  a  machine. 

Many  pickers  provided  their  own  accommodation  by  way  of  Caravans 
and  tents . 

73  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Council’s  byelaws,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  mobile  food  shops, 
temporary  shops  and  a  tented  cafe  at  one  camp. 

Conditions  in  general  were  satisfactory,  farmers  have  been  co-operative 
and  huts  have  been  vacated  long  before  the  30th  November  as  required  by  the 
bye law 1 


There  has  been  a  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  hop  pickers  coming  to 
our  farms  during  the  past  10  years.  This  is  in  common  with  the  position 
throughout  Kent,  and  apart  from  a  small  number  of  the  larger  farms  the 
colourful  scenes  of  hop  pickers  are  gone  for  ever. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  continued  to  supply  water  to  the  majority 
of  premises  in  the  district,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  mains  of 
the  Maidstone  Water  Works  Company,  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 
and  the  Medway  Water  Board.  In  addition  a  small  number  of  premises  receive 
piped  supplies  from  private  sources. 

Luring  the  year  under  review  water  mains  were  laid  to  serve  new 
development  and  to  replace  existing  mains.  No  mains  were  laid  for  the 
benefit  of  existing  houses  not  hitherto  served  by  a  public  water  supply. 

At  the  31st  December,  1965  98*86%  of  the  houses  within  the  district 
were  receiving  a  supply  of  piped  water  from  statutory  undertakings  and  a 
further  0.90%  from  private  sources  of  supply,  giving  a  total  of  99 •l&f°  of 
the  houses  within  the  district  receiving  a  piped  supply, 

SAMPLES 


None  of  the  supplies  are  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action  and  samples 
confirm  the  absence  of  lead  contamination,  precautions  against  these 
contaminations  have  not  been  necessary.  None  of  the  supplies  are  subjected 
to  fluoridation  and  in  all  cases  the  natural  content  is  under  0.1  parts  per 
million. 
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All  supplies  have  been  sampled  regularly  during  the  year, 
particular  attention  again  being  paid  to  the  untreated  private  supplies.

3  of  the  9  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  untreated  water 
of  the  Tottington  Spring  Supply.  Bacteriological  filters  are  provided 
at  all  houses  on  this  supply,  and  samples  taken  after  filtration  proved 
satisfactory. 

3  further  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  Hamptons  private 
supply.  Mains  water  is  available  and  the  owner  of  the  premises  was  advised 
to  connect  to  the  mains. 

2  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a  rainwater  tank  in  the 
Bridgewood  area  where  mains  water  is  not  available.  The  occupants  were 
instructed  to  boil  all  water  for  drinking  or  culinary  use  and  advised  to 
use  bacteriological  filters. 

The  remaining  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  a  spring  at 
Plaxtol  with  a  view  to  it  being  used  as  a  water  supply  to  a  new  house  in 
process  of  erection.  The  owner  was  informed  this  could  not  be  accepted  as 
a  suitable  supply. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  water  companies  also  carry  out  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  sampling  and  results  are  consistently  satisfactory. 
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During  1965  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  examined  - 
76  Samples  of  Trosley  Water 
15  Samples  of  Ryarsh  Water 
39  Samples  of  Hailing  Water 

and  40  Samples  of  water  from  storage  points  supplying  the 
Mailing  Rural  District.

These  new  mains  were  laid  to  serve  new  development  and  to  replace 
existing  mains  with  larger  diameter  pipes.  None  of  the  mains  were  laid  to 
serve  premises  not  hitherto  served  by  a  public  water  supply. 

DELIVERY  OF  WATER 


IXiring  1965>  2,800  gallons  of  water  were  delivered  to  houses  in  the 
Holly  Hill  Area  of  Birling  and  Snodland  which  are  dependent  on  stored  rainfall. 
This  is  an  increase  of  400  gallons  on  the  previous  year.  At  the  year’s  end, 
further  consideration  had  been  given  to  the  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply 
to  these  properties  and  to  the  12  dwellings  in  the  Bells  Farm  Area  of  East 
Peckham.  Outline  schemes  prepared  by  the  Water  Company,  although  very  costly, 
had  been  forwarded  to  the  County  Council  for  consideration  for  grant  purposes. 
If  these  two  schemes  proceeded  to  fruition  19  of  the  35  houses  at  present 
without,  would  be  able  to  connect  to  a  water  mains  and  virtually  the  whole  of 
the  rural  district  could  be  said  to  be  provided  with  mains  water.  The  16 
remaining  houses  are  sporadic  cases  in  isolated  locations,  where  it  would  be 
uneconomic  to  provide  water  mains.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOP 


As  in  previous  years  regular  routine  visits  were  made  to  all  premises 
where  food  is  sold,  stored  or  handled  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations.  During  1965  a  total  of  1,781  visits  ware  made,  excluding 
visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  trend  for 
shops  to  he  improved  and  modernised  continued  during  the  year  and  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  changing  over  to  self  service  stores.  Refrigerated 
counters  and  deep  freeze  cabinets  are  now  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception. 
Temperatures  of  these  are  checked  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  time  to 
time  and  the  shopkeepers  have  been  issued  with  printed  cards  setting  out  detailed 
advice  on  this  aspect  of  food  handling.  Although  proprietors  of  food  shops 
have  continued  to  be  co-operative,  constant  routine  inspections  must  be 
maintained  if  adequate  control  of  food  is  to  be  effective . 

19  cases  of  contamination  of  food  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  and  were  fully  investigated.  All  the  foods  were  manufactured 
outside  the  district.  Enquiries  were  instituted  in  these  areas  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  public  health  department  concerned  and  steps  taken  in  an 
endeavour  to  preclude  any  further  recurrence. 

One  complaint  of  hermetically  sealed  packets  of  bacon  being  sold  after 
the  date  stamped  on  the  packet  was  received.  Although  it  could  not  be  said 
that  the  bacon  was  unfit  for  consumption  when  sold,  the  matter  was  nevertheless 
taken  up  with  the  manufacturers  and  the  shop  concerned  and  the  practice  stopped. 
New  methods  of  mechandising  may  assist  in  helping  to  produce  foods  less  open 
to  contamination  but  attention  to  detail  and  efficient  stock  rotation  and 
handling  by  the  retailer  are  essential  to  ensure  that  goods  are  fit  in  all 
respects  when  sold  to  the  general  public. 

Following  the  report  on  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  epidemic,  investigation 
of  the  cooling  water  at  the  three  factories  in  the  district  producing  canned 
or  bottled  foods  was  commenced.  Two  of  these  factories  draw  their  cooling 
water  from  a  polluted  stream,  the  third  has  a  private  well  in  addition  to  a 
treated  mains  water  supply.  In  all  cases  water  used  is  chlorinated  at  the 
factories  before  use. 

Regular  routine  sampling  was  instituted  and  a  total  of  100 
bacteriological  samples  was  taken  during  the  year,  80  proving  satisfactory. 

15  of  the  unsatisfactory  were  taken  from  the  untreated  stream  water, 
the  remaining  5  being  taken  at  one  factory  where  it  was  found  that  the 
chlorination  plant  had  broken  down.  Repairs  were  effected  and  repeat  samples 
throughout  the  year  proved  satisfactory.  From  the  nature  of  the  products 
handled  it  was  not  considered  that  there  was  any  serious  risk  to  public  health 
but  where  food  is  concerned  all  possible  sources  of  contamination  must  be 
eliminated.

SLAUGHTERING 


The  2  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  continued  to  carry  out  regular 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  their  own  use  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  animals  killed  which  at  642  was  an  increase  of  79  over  the 
previous  year.  The  difficulties  in  acquisition  of  land  for  the  proposed  nev; 
slaughterhouse  at  Snodland  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  year's  end  and 
consequently  building  work  could  not  be  commenced. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers  concerned,  100$  meat  inspection 
was  carried  out  without  the  necessity  to  work  overtime.  Meat  inspection 
charges  were  maintained  at  the  figures  set  in  1964  and  the  total  income  for 
the  year  was  £28.  10s.  3d.

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PEST  CONTROL 


The  operation  of  this  service,  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
public,  has  continued  smoothly  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  contracts  in  force  at  the  year’s  end  amounted  to 
29  bringing  in  a  total  of  £775*  5s.  Od.  towards  the  cost  of  the  service. 

These  contracts  help  considerably  in  maintaining  good  rodent  control 
throughout  the  district. 

Routine  testing  and  treatment  of  sewers  v/as  continued  and  this 
aspect  of  the  work  is  increasing  as  more  sewers  are  provided  within  the  area. 
Treatment  of  sewers  is  often  combined  with  treatment  of  surface  properties 
where  this  is  found  to  be  necessary.  These  new  sewers  and  building  sites  are 
receiving  constant  attention.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  following  is  the  report  on  the  operation  and  working  of  the 
Public  Cleansing  Service  during  the  year  1965, 

Manpower

The  establishment  at  59  remained  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year 
but  I  must  report  that  it  will  be  necessary  very  soon  to  increase  this  figure 
to  cope  with  the  increasing  development  of  the  area.  Things  would  be  easier 
if  it  were  possible  to  maintain  this  figure  but  to  many,  refuse  collection  is 
but  a  short  term,  almost  casual  form  of  employment.  During  the  year  under 
review  no  fewer  than  27  men  left  and  there  were  29  new  engagements .  It  is  the 
stalwart  service  rendered  by  the  hard  core  of  long  serving  men  that  carry  the 
public  cleansing  service  through  difficult  times.  To  these  men  I  am  pleased 
to  record  my  grateful  thanks . 

Time  lost  during  the  year  continued  at  a  very  high  level,  no  less 
than  1,369  days  being  lost.  This  is  the  equivalent  of  5.34  men  per  week  and 
is  52  days  more  than  the  previous  year.  577  of  these  days  were  lost  because 
of  sickness,  5 18  days  in  holidays,  71-g-  days  due  to  absence  with  permission  and 
the  remaining  222-j-  days  were  taken  without  permission  and  indeed  without  any 
reasonable  excuse  being  given.  In  the  latter  category  pay  is  stopped  but  as  I 

have  said  before  it  makes  no  difference.  A  small  minority  of  the  men  are  content 

to  work  their  own  4  day  week. 

The  1  crewing  up’  of  the  vehicles  in  times  of  manpower  shortage  which 
is  almost  daily,  is  a  work  of  art  and  credit  for  the  smooth  running  of  the  service 

in  these  conditions  is  due  to  the  good  work  of  the  foreman. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  was  extended  during  the 
year  under  review  and  at  its  end  almost  10,000  properties  were  benefiting  from  the 
new  and  improved  system.  Plans  have  already  been  prepared  for  the  complete 
coverage  of  the  whole  of  the  rural  district  during  1966  and  provided  no  major  snags 
are  encountered  every  house  in  the  Council’s  area  should  have  its  paper  sack  by 
mid  summer. 

This  method  of  refuse  collection  has  now  had  a  very  good  trial  and  is 
looked  upon  with  favour  by  both  workmen  and  public  alike.  The  dustman’s  load 
is  not  only  made  lighter  but  cleaner  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  the  long  run  the 
paper  sack  will  assist  in  the  recruitment  and  retention  of  labour,  although  other 
incentives,  particularly  by  way  of  pay,  are  essential  also. 
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During'  the  year  a  further  714  houses  were  taken  into  the  service* 
As  i  have  said  before  there  was  no  increase  in  the  manpower  establishment,  and 
apart  from  an  open  truck  for  specialised  jobs,  there  was  no  increase  in  tne 
number  of  new  refuse  collection  vehicles,  although  in  the  last  5  yours  there 
have  been  a  further  3 >395  houses  taken  into  the  refuse  collection  service* 

This  has  been  possible  by  commissioning  vehicles  of  larger  capacities  but  this 
means  of  coverage  has  now  been  stretched  to  the  limit  and  I  shall  be  reporting 
to  you,  probably  later  this  year,  on  further  proposals  to  cope  with  this  rapidly 
increasing  development. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  work  brought  about  by  the  new 
development ,  the  number  of  requests  for  removal  of  additional  refuse,  including 
old  furniture  and  household  articles,  has  continued  to  grow,  but  I  feel  that 
this  is  a  service  which  must  be  provided  in  order  to  preclude  these  articles  being 
dumped  indiscriminately  and  having  to  be  picked  up  from  the  roadside  at  a  later 

date. 

All  efforts  to  find  a  new  refuse  tip,  having  proved  abortive,  plans 
were  laid  with  a  view  to  over  tipping  commencing  at  the  existing  Birling  Common 
early  in  the  new  year.  Planning  consent  has  been  given  to  the  raising  of  the 
existing  tip  by  6  feet  consolidated  height  which  means  it  should  be  possible  to 
over  tip  twice  over  the  12*9  acres  comprising  the  existing  tip. 

16,864^-  tons  of  refuse  v/ere  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year, 
the  vehicles  covering  82,000  miles.  This  is  an  increase  of  956i  tons  over  the 
previous  year*  The  Track  Marshall  tractor  provided  gave  good  service  at  the  tip 
and  efficiently  levelled  and  consolidated  it.

Salvage 

The  total  receipts  for  the  sale  of  salvage  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£3,726.  Is.  9d.  The  total  expenditure  under  this  heading,  including  bonus  to  the 
men,  was  £2,944*  15s*  4d.  leaving  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  of 

£781.  6s* 

The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  increased  by  18  tons  and  the  receipts 
increased  by  £408.  14s.  lOd.  this  being  due  mainly  to  increased  prices.  Whereas  I 
would  like  to  see  these  figures  showing  a  much  more  dramatic  increase  I  consider 
that  the  position  is  satisfactory  having  regard  to  the  outside  competition  now 
having  to  be  faced.  It  is  inevitable  that  with  the  price  of  waste  paper  increasing 
competition  increases  accordingly* 

There  has  been  a  general  shortage  of  this  commodity  during  1965  and  the 
Board  Mills  have  been  forced  to  import  from  the  continent.  In  1966  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Thames  Board  Mills  I  propose  to  have  a  propaganda  campaign  in  an 
effort  to  salvage  more  waste  paper.  The  salvage  bonus,  viz:  50%  receipts,  which 
is  paid  to  the  men,  has  always  been  a  great  incentive  in  retaining  labour. and  if. 
receipts  from  this  source  can  be  still  further  increased  the  manpower  position  will 

improve  likewise. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  salvage  recovered  and  the 
receipts  obtained  from  its  sale  over  the  past  five  years 
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ABANDONED  VEHICLES 


14  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed  from  highways  and  verges  during 
the  year  under  The  Removal  of  Vehicles  (England  and  Wales)  Regulations,  1961. 

This  figure  is  16  less  than  the  previous  year#  However  this  is  not  a  problem 
that  will  decrease;  on  the  contrary,  in  my  opinion,  it  will  continue  to 
increase  as  time  passes.  Action  was  in  fact  taken  in  respect  of  many  other 
vehicles  subsequently  removed  by  the  owners  and  additional  requests  for 
assistance  are  frequently  received  from  owners  wishing  to  dispose  of  their 
vehicles  in  a  proper  manner. 

Because  of  this  and  with  the  authority  of  the  Council  negotiations 
were  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  acquisition  of  approximately  3i  acres 
of  land  contiguous  with  and  to  the  west  of  the  existing  Council  depot  at  East 
Mailing,  with  a  view  to  using  the  land  for  the  breaking  up  of  worn  out  vehicles 
and  the  possible  future  extension  of  the  depot. 

Providing  planning  consent  is  forthcoming  for  the  use  of  the  land 
for  the  purpose  stated  the  plan  is  to  invite  ratepayers  to  bring  their  worn 
out  vehicles  to  the  depot  for  cutting  up  and  disposal.  This  will  inevitably 
save  the  Council  the  trouble  and  expense  of  collecting  such  vehicles  from 
highways  and  hedge  rows.  The  problem  of  abandoned  cars  will  remain  with  us 
until  adequate  facilities  are  provided  everywhere  for  owners  to  dispose  of 
unwanted  cars  in  the  proper  manner. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

A  total  of  2,629  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year.  134 
cesspools  were  emptied  for  the  first  time.  This  figure  of  134  was  made  up  of 
57  cesspools  serving  new  houses  and  79  serving  existing  houses  which  required 
emptying  for  the  first  time. 

8  cesspool  emptying  machines  operated  during  the  year  and  the  service 
was  carried  out  satisfactorily  although  because  of  manpower  difficulties  there 
were  times  when  a  certain  amount  of  delay  occurred  in  attending  to  ratepayers* 
requests • 

16,550,000  gallons  of  sewage  were  removed  from  cesspools  during  the 
year,  i.e.,  approximately  63,600  gallons  per  day.  The  disposal  of  this 
quantity  of  septic  sewage  remained  a  problem  but  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  emptying  facilities  to  be  provided  in  the  trunk  valley  sewer  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  with  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme  embodying 
this  trunk  valley  sewer  and  the  drainage  of  the  various  villages  thereto,  the 
pressure  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  and  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents 
will  be  considerably  eased.

Delivery  was  taken  during  the  year  of  one  new  5 0  cubic  yard 
Ihkamatic  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  one  4  ton  truck  for  specialised  jobs  but 
by  the  year*fi  end  this  vehicle  was  being  regularly  used  to  assist  the  other 
refuse  vehicles  in  coping  with  the  increased  amounts  of  refuse. 

The  staff  provided  at  the  garage  comprises  a  charge  hand  fitter,  a 
fitter  and  an  apprentice.  They  look  after  all  the  before  mentioned  vehicles, 
plus  the  3  vehicles  operated  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  In  addition  they 
carry  out  work  at  sewage  works  and  pumping  stations  as  required,  maintain  mowers 
and  grass  cutters,  attend  to  litter  bins  etc.  The  amount  of  time  lost  by 
vehicles  being  off  the  road  has  been  kept  at  a  minimum  and  has  not  affected  the 
running  of  the  service  during  the  year.  This  reflects  great  credit  on  the 
interest  and  skill  shown  by  your  fitters. 

The  policy  of  remoulding  tyres  continued  during  the  year  and  great 
savings  were  effected  as  a  result.

CLEAN  AIR 


135  visits  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year  under  review* 
Regular  routine  recorded  smoke  observations  have  virtually  been  abandoned  in 
favour  of  spot  checks  and  unrecorded  observations*  Immediate  visits  were  paid 
to  any  plant  found  to  be  contravening  the  Act.  It  is  unusual  to  find  any  dark 
smoke  being  emitted  in  excess  of  the  permitted  periods;  any  that  is  emitted  is 
found  to  be  due  to  a  temporary  breakdown  of  part  of  the  equipment. 

Plans  of  furnaces  were  approved  in  11  instances  in  premises  ranging 
from  a  large  brickworks  to  heating  for  private  houses. 

Complaints  of  nuisance  from  dust  arising  from  a  quarry  at  Aylesford 
were  investigated.  The  plant  is  fitted  with  dust  arresting  equipment  and  the 
laying  of  a  tar  macadam  roadway  in  the  quarry  together  with  other  ancilliary 
works  to  the  plant  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  the  nuisance.  The  matter  was 
still  under  revieYf  at  the  year's  end. 

Luring  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  set  up  three  automatic  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  atmospheric  pollution  recorder  stations  in  three  schools  in  the 
district.  Advice  was  sought  from  the  Ministry  of  Technology  Atmospheric 
Pollution  Laboratory  and  at  the  year's  end  formal  application  has  been  made  to 
the  Education  Authority  for  suitable  locations  to  site  the  apparatus.  It  was 
also  decided  to  set  up  three  deposit  gauges  during  1966  and  provisional  sites 
for  these  have  also  been  decided. 
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SHOPS  ADMINISTRATION 


As  in  previous  years,  administration  of  this  legislation  continued 
to  he  dealt  with  whilst  visiting  shops  for  other  duties  and  a  total  of  472 
visits  was  made  during  the  year  under  review*  The  majority  of  shops  close 
well  before  the  permitted  hours,  but  it  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  remind 
shopkeepers  of  the  requirements  relating  to  the  sale  of  goods  on  the  half  day 
and  on  Sundays.  Upon  each  change  of  occupier  a  booklet  is  left  explaining  the 
principal  provisions  of  the  Act  and  occupiers  were  informed  of  the  changes 
in  legislation  consequent  upon  the  Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act,  1965  which 
came  into  force  in  August* 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


As  in  previous  years  the  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the 
district  continued  to  be  open  to  the  general  public,  the  open  air  pool  in 
Addington  parish  being  open  during  the  summer  months  and  the  covered  pool  in 
the  Blue  Bell  Hill  area  being  open  all  the  year  round. 

In  addition  to  the  pool  at  the  Aylesford  school,  two  further  schools 
opened  private  swimming  pools  during  the  year*  One  at  Borough  Green  being 
in  the  open  while  the  one  at  Ditton  is  indoors. 

Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  at  all  the  pools  during  the  time 
they  were  in  use  and  a  total  of  1 91  samples  was  taken  during  the  year. 

186  were  satisfactory.  5  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  at  the  Blue  Bell 
Hill  pool  and  were  due  to  a  breakdown  in  the  treatment  plant,  further  samples 
proved  satisfactory.  The  remaining  2  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from 
the  Ditton  school  -  after  the  plant  was  adjusted  farther  samples  were 
satisfactory. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


During  the  year  5  applications  for  site  licences  for  new  sites  and 
5  applications  for  renewal  of  existing  site  licences  were  approved  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  One  site  housing  one 
Caravan  closed  down.  This  brings  the  total  of  licensed  sites  to  27  and  the 
total  number  of  Caravans  to  77  (excluding  showmen1 s  Caravans).  Of  these,  5 
sites  comprising  14  Caravans  are  licensed  for  seasonal  use  only.  A  total  of 
262  visits  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 


Further  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  of  gypsies  and 
other  itinerants  using  road  side  verges  and  certain  waste  land  sites.  Unless 
a  constant  vigilance  is  maintained  throu^iout  the  district  these  can  soon 
present  a  serious  problem.  This  is  a  matter  which  will  continue  to  arise  until 
sufficient  Local  Authority  sites  are  provided* 

Progress  on  the  scheme  to  provide  a  site  for  gypsy  caravans  at  West 
Mailing  was  continued  during  the  year  and  following  a  public  enquiry ,  planning 
approval  was  granted  by  the  Minister  and  a  compulsory  purchase  order  confirmed. 
At  the  year's  end  final  details  were  being  prepared  and  Ministerial  approval  to 
an  extension  of  the  West  Mailing  sewers  to  serve  the  site  and  other  dwellings 
in  the  area  was  awaited.

NOISE 


11  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  received  during  ti \e  year 
resulting  in  39  visits  of  investigation.  The  sources  of  complaint  were 
wide  and  varied? -  from  a  fairground,  engineering  works,  quarry  mac/iinery, 
beat  music  from  a  Village  Hall,  sawing  wood  at  weekends  to  pigs  being  kept 
overnight  preparatory  to  transport  to  market.  In  the  majority  of  cises, 
noise  nuisances  are  difficult  to  deal  with  in  the  absence  of  any  legc'.l 
standards  and  are  largely  a  matter  of  personal  evaluation.  In  all  cases 
where  it  was  considered  that  a  statutory  nuisance  was  possibly  being  caused 
informal  action  was  taken  and  the  noise  reduced  or  abated. 


PUBLIC  ENTERTAINMENT 


All  premises  in  which  Stage  or  Cinematograph  shows  are  given  and 
to  which  the  public  are  admitted  are  licensed  annually  and  the  legal 
requirements  strictly  enforced. 

During  1 965 >  8  licences  for  stage  shows  and  3  for  cinema  shows 
were  granted. 


PETROLEUM 


All  premises  on  which  petroleum  spirit  or  inflammable  petrol  - 
based  mixtures  are  stored  are  licensed  annually  and  the  recommendations  of 
the  Home  Office  strictly  enforced.  During  the  year,  testing  of  petrol 
storage  tanks  which  had  been  m  use  for  20  years  or  more  was  continued. 

Licences  were  issued  to  4  large  depots,  34  service  stations  and 
114  other  premises.  In  addition  to  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the 
Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Kent  County  Fire  Brigade  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  J06  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  this 
heading. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  full  impact  of  this  Act  was  felt  during  the  year  under  review 
and  considerable  time  was  spent  on  its  implications.  In  order  to  relieve 

the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  much  of  the  routine  work,  initial 
inspections  were  carried  out  by  the  Technical  Assistant  -  any  contraventions 
noted  were  examined  by  the  inspectors  and  any  necessary  action  taken.  A 
total  of  740  visits  were  made  during  1965* 

Administration  of  this  legislation  has  been  made  more  difficult  by 
the  fact  that  publicity  does  not  appear  to- have  reached  the  occupiers  of 
premises  covered  by  the  Act  particularly  the  smaller  shops.  In  an  effort  to 
remedy  this,  3  duplicated  lists  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Act  have 
been  prepared  in  the  Department  and  delivered  to  occupiers  of  registered 
premises  bringing  to  their  notice  various  aspects  of  the  legislation  requiring 
their  attention. 
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In  the  main,  premises  have  been  generally  satisfactory.  This  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  premises  involved  are 
shops  which  have  already  been  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
other  reasons  such  as  the  Shops  Act,  Food  and  Drugs  Legislation  etc.  It  has 
been  found  that  very  few  of  the  premises  were  provided  with  the  correct  first 
aid  equipment,  thermometers  or  Abstracts  of  the  Act,  but  after  these  points 
had  been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  it  was  usual  to  find  on  a 
revisit  that  they  had  been  provided. 


Accidents 

During  the  year,  13  accidents  were  reported,  all  but  2  of  these  being 
sustained  at  one  wholesale  food  warehouse,  but  none  proved  fatal.  All  such 
accidents  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  make 
a  full  investigation  in  any  of  the  cases  reported. 

As  notifications  have  been  received  from  only  3  premises  it  can 
only  be  assumed  that  either  accidents  resulting  in  an  employee  being  off  work 
for  more  than  3  days  are  not  being  sustained  in  the  other  272  registered 
premises,  or  that  such  accidents  are  not  being  notified.  This  aspect  has  been 
covered  in  one  of  the  duplicated  lists  mentioned  in  paragraph  2  above. 


Lighting 


The  impression  gained  during  the  last  3  months  of  the  year  was  that 
lighting  standards  although  not  as  high  as  the  recommendations  of  the 
Illuminating  Engineering  Society  are  nevertheless  generally  satisfactory. 

In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  a  room  which  gave  an  overall  impression  of 
being  adequately  lighted  could  give  wide  variations  of  light  meter  readings. 

The  only  places  that  could  be  classified  as  unsatisfactory  were  the 
stock  rooms  of  small  grocers  shops.  Persons  are  not  usually  employed  in 
these  rooms  which  are  merely  visited  to  obtain  stocks  to  replenish  the  shelves 
in  the  shop  itself. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  that, 
pending  any  statutory  lighting  standards  being  issued,  a  minimum  of  20  lumens 
per  square  foot  should  be  aimed  at,  particularly  at  places  where  any  clerical 
work,  or  work  of  a  cutting  or  slicing  nature  is  carried  on.  Ho  evidence  of 
excessive  glare  has  been  found.
